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The Man Who Forgot 


The Chief Butler

“Yet did not the chief butler remember 
Joseph, but forgat him.”’—Gen. 40:23. 


The miserable ingrate! When the butler was a criminal 
in the jail, not knowing what a day would bring to him— 
liberty or bondage, life or death—he did not forget Joseph. 


The chief butler and the chief 
baker had offended their lord, 
and Pharaoh had committed them 
to the dungeon. The captain of 
the guard gave them into the 
keeping of the young Hebrew 
captive, Joseph, who was in pris- 
on because of the hatred of a wick- 
ed woman whose advances he had 
scorned. Everybody down in E- 
gypt seems to have had the habit 
of dreaming, from the king on 
his throne to the baker who made 
his bread. Both the chief butler 
and the chief baker dreamed dur- 
ing that first night in the prison, 
and their dreams left them filled 


with sadness and apprehension. 
Joseph himself was an exile from 
his home, sold by his brothers into 
Egypt and now in prison charged 
with a crime he did not commit. 
One would think it was he who 
needed comfort. But he was kind- 
hearted, this Hebrew exile; and 
when he saw the two prisoners 
looking so sad in the morning, his 
heart went out to them in sym- 
pathy. His own problem made him 
only the more sympathetic with 
others in their troubles, instead of 
hardening and souring him and 
making him look with suspicion 
upon all mankind. 

One of the best ways to cure 
your own sorrow is to take an in- 
terest in the sorrows of others. 
Joseph “sat where they sat,” and 
therefore he was able to. meet 
them .on a common footing and 
give them what cheer he could. 
But Joseph, while not boasting 
that he could tell them what they 
wished to know, said .that with 
the help of God he would inter- 
pret their dreams. “Do not inter- 
pretations belong to God? tell me 
them, I pray you.”

of the finest titles we had several 
things in mind. For one thing, 
readability was an important fac- 
tor. If the book was not interest- 
ing, would not hold the reader's 
interest, or could not be under- 
stood by the average layman, we 
did not list it. For that reason 
this list does not have several of 
the scholarly works in which 
theologians would delight and 
many truly valuable books are 
thereby omitted. For example, we

Young People's 


Questions 


When we get to Heaven, do 
you think the Negro and all 
mixtures will be together? 


Certainly all born-again Chris- 
tians will be in Heaven. Christ 
died for everybody the same. Ev- 
erybody who trusts in Jesus Christ 
gets the same salvation. First 
Corinthians 12:12 and 13 Says: 
“For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the mem- 
bers of that one body, being many, 
are one body: so also is Christ. 
For by one spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles, whether we 
be bond or free; and have been 
all made to drink into one Spirit.” 
That Scripture says that all Chris- 
tians are members of the same 
body of Christ. The same Holy 
Spirit put us into that body 
“whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or § free.” 
Every saved person, no matter 
what rdce, is a member of the 
body of Christ. Whether he was a 
slave or whether he was the mas- 
ter, all are members of the same 
body of Christ if they have been 
saved. We should thank God for 
this blessed truth. I am glad that 
godly colored people, born again, 
will be in Heaven. 


Of course, I think that in Heav- 
en we may see our loved ones and 
we may prefer to be with those 
we know rather than with those 
we do not know. But the longer we 
are there, of course, the more we 
will know and understand and love 
everybody who is saved. God makes 
no distinction between white and 
black in the matter of salvation; 
and I am sure there will be none 
in Heaven, 


In this world, people are neces- 
sarily separated by races, by de- 
nominations, by lack of knowledge 
and understanding of each other. 
In Heaven all these difficulties 
will be overcome. 


I do not believe that people of 
different races ought to inter- 
marry, because there are serious 
problems that make it almost cer- 
tain that such a marriage will not 
be happy and successful. But cer- 
tainly all Christians ought to love 
all other Christians, whatever the 
race, and we ought to4reat people 
of every race with love and kind- 
ness and understanding. 


Does the Bible forbid Chris- 
tians to live with unsaved 
relatives? 


I believe the Scripture, “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers. *.. <i Cor. «-6:344) 
etc., does not mean to forbid as- 
sociation with unbelievers. And a 
yoke and an association are not 
necessarily the same. Christians 
are not forbidden to live in the 
same home with unsaved relatives, 
for example. Christians are not 
even forbidden to buy from an un- 
saved merchant or to hire an un- 
saved worker. To join in a church 
which does not require salvation 
and so put one’s self on a spiritual 
level with unsaved people is wrong. 
To marry and bind one’s self for 
a lifetime with an unsaved com- 
panion, which will necessarily put 
one under the atithdéfity of a lost 
man or-under obligation to make 
happy a lost woman, would be a 
yoke and would be wrong. To 
join a lodge and to bind one’s self 
by oath to support an unsaved 
person in all his business and 
take his part and tell him one’s 
secrets would be a yoke and so is 
forbidden. To enter into a _ busi- 
ness partnership with a lost per- 
son so that one must bind him- 
self to consider the wishes of the 
other and to link the welfare of 
the one with the other and each 
be responsible for the other is a 
yoke, a bond, which is forbidden 
between a saved person and a lost 
person, in my judgment. 

I do not see that this would 
apply in living with an unbelieving 
relative unless that was a bond, 
a yoking up, as there might be 
with a permanent contract, or

One of the most important mis- 
sionary books that has come from 


the presses in recent days is from 
the pen of the president of Whea- 
ton College. Dr. V. Raymond Ed- 
man’s book, The Light in Dark 


Ages, traces eighteen centuries of 
missions from the giving of the 
great commission by Christ to the 
beginning of modern missions 
under William Carey. Divided in- 
to three sections, part one is en- 
titled, “The Light that Shone,” 
and deals with the first five cen- 
turies of the Christian era. Part 
two, “The Light that Failed,” 
deals from the times of the middle 
ages to the Waldensian period. The 
third section is entitled, “The 
Light that Shone Again,” and 
deals with the beginning of the 
modern missionary movement.

Before closing the section on 
books of a missionary and bio- 
graphical nature, we must mention 
and recommend for reading the 
immortal classic by William Byron 
Forbush known everywhere as 
Foxe’s Book of Martyrs. Beginning 
with a short history of Christ’s 
life on earth it traces the crimson 
seed of the church down to the 
reign of bloody Queen Mary in 
England during the sixteenth 
century. This is not necessar- 
ily a book you will like to 
read, but it is one you ought 
to read. The Universal Book 
and Bible House publishes an ed- 
ition of this book of 370 pages 
which sells for $2.50. Moody Press 
also publishes an edition of about 
600 pages which sells for $3.95. 
The same material is in both 
books, but the Moody Press edition 
is illustrated and with larger type.

others. Last night Miss Fairy 
Shappard, our Advertising Man- 
ager, told me of the great impact 
its message had on her life when 
a young Christian. Since over 
twenty million copies have been 
sold in every part of the world 
and nearly every language, it is 
apparent that it has influenced 
many, many others. The setting 
of the story is in the horse and 
buggy days and the author is a 
man not entirely reliable in some 
of his other writings. However, 
you will find no fault with the 
theology of this book and its mes- 
sage is one needed by every 
Christian of today. The book has 
a variety of publishers; Universal 
Book and Bible House has a $1.50 
edition and both the Broadman 
Press and Grosset & Dunlap have 
75¢ editions. 


Another old-time novel that has 
enjoyed a long reign of popularity 
and blessing is Ralph Connor’s, 
The Sky Pilot. Dr. Robert G. Lee. 
Pastor of the Bellevue Avenue 
Baptist Church in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, and three time president 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion rates this, I understand, as 
one of the books which most in- 
fluenced his early life.

I am not much of a novel reader 
but inquiring around among those 
who are, the book by Charlotte 
Yonge, The Heir of Redclyffe, has 
been highly and frequently recom- 
mended. This novel, like the two 
previous selections, has through 
the years firmly established itself 
among the great classics of Eng- 
lish literature. Abraham Kuyper, 
Netherlands Prime Minister and 
famous theologian whose books 
are studied by many Americans 
with delight, was converted from 
reading this novel. Published by 
the Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Company, it contains over 300 
pages and sells for $3.00. 

A book I reviewed in its pre- 
publication form and which im- 
pressed me greatly is Maid of 
Israel, by Tolbert R. Ingram. 
Centered around the biblical ac- 
count in II Kings 5 concerning 
Naaman’s captive Israelite girl 
whom he made his wife’s servant, 
the book has gripping interest and 
moral application throughout. If 
you enjoy it as much as I did it 
will be well worth the $3.00 the 
Broadman Press asks for its 270 
pages. 

It would not be possible, I sup- 
pose, to list the great novels that 
should be read by all Christians 
without mentioning John Bunyan’s 
immortal, The Pilgrim’s Progress. 
Only God knows how many lives 
have been changed, converted, re- 
made, and challenged by the story 
of pilgrim’s conversion and jour- 
ney to the Celestial City. The Uni- 
versal Book and Bible House pub- 
lishes a 338 page edition which is 
illustrated throughout by Fred- 
erick Barnard and sells-for $2.00. 
Grosset & Dunlap publishes a 
smaller edition priced at $1.00. 

Parents may be interested to 
know that Helen L. Taylor has 
prepared, especially for children, 
Little Pilgrim’s Progress, which 
has placed the story in a much 
more readable and _ interesting 
form for little minds. This is pub- 
lished by Moody Press and sells 
for $1.50. 

In the children’s division there 
are any number of good Bible 
story books that might be men- 
tioned. One of the finest is Eger- 
meier’s Bible Story Book, revised. 
This volume contains 312 stories 
beginning with the Creation and 
progressing through the Revela- 
tion. There are 179 pictorial illus- 
trations, 64 of which are in full 
color, maps and other commend- 
able features. This 640 page book 
is published by the Warner Press 
and sells for $3.95. 

An investment I made several 
years ago, and have never regret- 
ted was the purchase for my fam- 
ily of the 8 volume set, The Book 
of Life, arranged and edited by 
Newton Marshal Hall and Irvin 
Francis Worth. Volume I starts 
with stories for very little children 
and gradually progresses with the 
child’s advance in reading ability 
to the mature adult. It is true to 
the Bible and highly educational. 
John Rudin & Company, Inc., are 
the publishers and the price varies 
according to the’ style binding 
chosen. I understand that the pub- 
lishers have a credit plan where- 
by the purchaser can pay so much 
down and so much a month until 
the set is completely paid for. 

There is a set of books entitled, 
“Heroes of the Cross Series,” 
which possibly should have been 
mentioned under the missionary 
and biography books, but since I 
wanted to emphasize them. for 
children I saved them for this 
section. Published by the Zonder- 
van Publishing House, this very 
inexpensive set (only $1.00 a 
volume) now has available 12 book 
‘length stories of great missionar- 
ies by eleven different authors.

i Dee I would like to 
mention several com- 
mentaries since we 
get so many requests 
for good, sound, evangelical refer- 
ence works. Probably at the head 
of every such list should be the 
devotional commentary of 6 vol- 
umes by Matthew Henry. Highly 
recognized since the days of Spur- 
geon, it is still in the forefront in 
the twentieth century. This is the 
commentary that Dr. Rice usually 
recommends first when replying 
to inquiries. Published by the 
Fleming H. Revell Company, the 
set can be had for $24.50, or you 
may purchase the volumes sep- 
arately for $5.00 each. 


Long considered the best among 
the one volume commentaries is 
the Jamieson, Fausset and Brown 
Commentary on the Whole Bible. 
This critical and explanatory com- 
mentary deals with every verse in 
the Bible. The Sunday School 
Times calls it “the greatest one 
volume commentary.” Published by 
the Zondervan Publishing House, 
it has 1,347 large double-column 
pages and retails for $7.95. Or, 
if you prefer the complete and 
unabridged 6 volume edition it is 
available from the Wm. B. Eerd- 
mans Publishing Company for 
$30.00. 

Some would never forgive me if 
I left the famous Notes on the 
Pentateuch by C. H. McIntosh 
from this list of commentaries for 
every Christian home. These notes 
deal with the first five books of 
the Bible and are internationally 
recognized as among the finest 
devotional notes on Moses’ writ- 
ings. The six volumes are publish- 
ed both by the Loizeaux Brothers 
and the Fleming H. Revell Com- 
pany retailing for $2.00 a volume 
or $10.00 for the entire set. 

Another classical commentary 
on a portion of the Bible which 
we highly recommend is Ryle’s 
Expository Thoughts on the Gos- 
pels by Bishop J. C. Ryle. This 
highly readable and _ profitable 
study comes in four large volumes 
at a price of $4.95 per volume or 
$18.95 for the entire set. Zonder- 
van Publishing House has made 
this old work available to the 
modern public. It deals with every 
verse in all four Gospels and the 
present edition is complete and 
unabridged. 

Charles Haddon Spurgeon’s, The 
Treasury of David, was originally 
published by him in 7 large vol- 
umes. I do not think this commen- 
tary on the Psalms is now avail- 
able in the 7 volume form, but 
Dr. David Otis Fuller has condens- 
ed this masterful work into 2 
volumes published by the Zonder- 
van Publishing House. This 2 vol- 
ume set is available for $7.50 and 
will be a great delight to every 
devoted student of the Psalms. 

Another commentary which I 
feel I must mention because of its 
worth, but which many of THE 
Sworp readers will not be able 
to obtain because of the price, is 
Lange’s Commentary on the Holy 
Scripture, by John Peter Lange 
and edited by Phillip Schaff. Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith called it, “. 
the greatest commentary covering 
the entire Bible to be published 
anywhere in the nineteenth cent- 
ury ...a gold mine to those who 
are willing to work in its rich 
veins.” Each of the 24 volumes 
sells for $3.95 with the exception 
of Psalms, Isaiah, Ezekiel-Daniel, 
which are $4.95 each. The entire 
set of 24 volumes can be had for 
$97.80. This twentieth century edi- 
tion is put out by the Zondervan 
Publishing House. 

One other commentary which I 
must mention because of its worth, 
although it is not entirely avail- 
able yet in it’s new printing is the 
Expository Outlines of the Whole 
Bible, by Charles Simeon. The 21 
volume set contains 2,536 sermon 
“skeletons” which are dressed with 
an abundance of “meat.”

and pressed them into Pharaoh’s 
cup, and I gave the cup into Phar- 
aoh’s hand, And Joseph said unto 
him, This is the interpretation of 
it: The three branches are three 
days: Yet within three days shall 
Pharaoh lift up thine head, and 
restore thee unto thy place: and 
thou shalt deliver Pharaoh’s cup 
into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou wast his butler. 
But think on me when it shall 
be well with thee and shew kind- 
ness, I pray thee, unto me, and 
make mention of me unto Phar- 
aoh, and bring me out of this 
house: For indeed I was stolen 
away out of the land of the Heb- 
rews: and here also have I done 
nothing that they should put me 
into the dungeon.”’—Gen. 40:9-15. 

Then the chief baker related 
his dream: 


“T also was in my dream, and, 
behold, I had three white baskets 
on my head: And in the upper- 
most basket there was of all man- 
ner of bakemeats for Pharaoh; and 
the birds did eat them out of the 
basket upon my head. And Jo- 
seph answered and said, This its 
the interpretation thereof: The 
three baskets are three days: Yet 
within three days shall Pharaoh 
lift wp thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang thee on a tree; and 
the birds shall eat thy flesh from 
off thee.’—Gen. 40:16-19. 


On the third day the inter- 
pretation of the dreams came true, 
Both of the men were taken out 


of the jail and brought to the 
court of Pharaoh. There the chief 
butler was restored to his office 
and held again the cup of Pharaoh, 
but the chief baker was hanged. I 
fancy I can see Joseph at the 
dungeon d6or watching those two 
men go out. He heard the sad fare- 
well of the baker and the effu- 
sive gratitude of the butler who 
vowed that the first thing he 
would do when he was restored 
to his place would be to put in 
a word for the Hebrew lad who 
had interpreted his dream. 


Joseph’s heart beat high with 
hope, for now he was sure that 
he had a friend at court who 
would state his case to Pharaoh. 
But the days and the weeks and 
the months passed by, and still no 
word from the chief butler. He 
cannot completely have forgotten 
Joseph. For a few weeks at least 
he must have thought of him the 
last thing before he went to sleep 
and the first thing when he arose 
in the morning. But it was diffi- 
cult to bring the matter. before 
Pharaoh, Pinaraoh might be in a 
bad humor and commit him again 
to that dungeon. Then he had 
fine friends, this butler, and they 
might wonder at his intimacy with 
a Hebrew slave. If he did get 
Joseph out of the dungeon, the 
youth might be on his hands.

Perhaps one of the greatest 
books on the inspiration of the 
Bible ever published is Dr. L. 
Gaussen’s work, The Inspiration 
of the Holy Scriptures. It, too, has 
proven its right to a place in our 
immortal Christian classics. Moody 
Press has published a new, 
enlarged type edition with analy- 
sis and topical index. This 365 
page edition is available for $3.00. 


Another book published at the 
close of the nineteenth century 
and one which has helped to mold 
the theological thinking of some 
of our greatest preachers and 
teachers in this age is What-the 
Bible Teaches, by Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey. This tremendous volume of 
well over 500 pages is divided 
into six parts, or books: What the 
Bible Teaches About God, What 
the Bible Teaches About Jesus 
Christ, What the Bible Teaches 
About the Holy Spirit, What the 
Bible Teaches About Man, What 
the Bible Teaches About Angels, 
and What the Bible Teaches 
About the Devil or Satan. It is 
definitely not a book to read, it 
is a book to study with your open 
Bible before you. Dr. Rice also 
highly recommends this book pub- 
lished by the Fleming H. Revell 
Company and selling for $4.00, 


Another invaluable book by Dr. 
R. A. Torrey also published by 
Revell, is The Holy Spirit: Who 
He Is and What He Does and 
How to Know Him in All the Ful- 
ness of His Gracious and Glorious 
Ministry. This book is an enlarge- 
ment, with illustrations, of mater- 
ial found in his other works. It 
definitely is a must book for those 
who desiré to know better their 
God in the Person of the Holy 
Spirit. This book of 201 pages, 
now in its 17th printing, is avail- 
able for only $2.00. 

Since some Bible students would 
want a good book on the Taber- 
nacle, I feel that we should re- 
commend Dr. I. M. Haldaman’s 
work, The Tabernacle, Priesthood 
and Offerings. This book published 
over a quarter of a century ago 
by the then pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of New York City, 
has survived ten printings and is 
still rich in the thoughtful in- 
terpretation of the tabernacle’s 
message. Incidentally, to get an 
idea of Dr. Haldaman’s ability it 
might be said that he filled the 
vast auditorium of New York’s 
First Baptist Church to overflow- 
ing for nearly half a century. This 
book is typical of his pulpit power. 
Published by the Fleming H. Rev- 
ell Company, its 408 pages are 
available for $3.00. 

Two books by Wm. R. Newell, 
in my mind, should be in every 
list of most. valuable Bible study 
volumes. One is his verse by verse 
commentary on The Book of the 
Revelation and is a very valuable 
contribution. If you, like me, are 
disgusted with the average book 
on the Revelation with its guesses 
and hypothesis, you will enjoy and 
delight in this frank, literal and 
‘faithful interpretation. Newell 
takes the revelation literally and 
practically. I always recommend 
it first when asked concerning 
good books on the Apocalypse. 

His other book which I recom- 
mend here is Romans Verse by 
Verse. You will delight in his 
practical interpretation of the 
book with his strong, solid, evan- 
gelical doctrinal treatment of the 
same. You will have a new ap- 
preciation of grace after reading 
and studying this book. Both these 
books are published by Moody 
Press, the book on the Revelation 
is $3.50 and the book on Romans, 
$3.75. 


Probably the finest book on the 
Second Coming, one that has been 
universally recognized thus among 
premillennialists, is W. E. Black- 
stone’s Jesus Is Coming. This ex- 
cellent Bible study of eschato- 
logical truths is published by the 
Fleming H. Revell Company in 
both cloth and paper binding. The 
cloth retails for $2.00 and the 
paper for $1.25. 


One more book in this list of 
fifty titles by other publishers 
which I feel is worthy of mention 
in this article is The Treasury 
of Scripture Knowledge. Dr. R. A. 
Torrey wrote the introduction to 
this book and recommended it 
widely. This treasury takes many 


thousands of difficult passages and 


explains them through the appli- 
cation of other Scripture pas- 
sages. It includes over 500,000 
Scripture references and parallel 
passages, in addition to numerous 
illustrative notes. The book is 
based upon the conviction that the 
Bible is its own best commentary 
—and it is. Fleming H. Revell 
Company is the publisher and it 
retails for $4.50. 

Among our own books which 
surely should be mentioned in a 
list of best Bible study books is 
The Power of Pentecost by Dr.

It is one of the 
most exhaustive books in print 
dealing with soul-winning power. 
This big book has 441 large pages, 
is carefully indexed by subject and 
by text, and explains many diffi- 
cult matters relative to the doc- 
trine of the Holy Spirit, The price 
is $3.00 

Our book, The Bible: Its Christ 
and Modernism, by T. J. McCros- 
san, is another mighty book for 
every home library and every 
pastor’s study. Professor Leander 
S. Keyser, the great Lutheran 
theologian, said, “If ever modern- 
ism has received a crushing blow, 
it has received it in this book.” 
A book of over 200 pages it sells 
for $2.50. 


We also. publish a book by Dr. 
R. A. Torrey, Personal Work in 
Soul Winning, which is actually 
Part One of the big book, How to 
Work for Christ. This edition 
places the soul winning lessons 
in one handy volume and is es- 
pecially good for use in Bible 
study classes on evangelism. This 
writer used it as a text book when 
he was in the pastorate with great 
profit. Our edition has 179 pages 
and sells for $2.00 


I would also like to mention our 
book, How to Have a Revival, 
edited by Dr. John R. Rice and Dr, 
Robert Wells. This great book 
contains the messages originally 
preached at THE SWORD OF 
THE LORD Conference on Evan- 
gelism at Winona Lake in 1945. 
It goes into just about every phase 
of one church and city-wide evan- 
gelistic campaigns. It has chapters 
by Dr. Rice and Dr. Wells, in ad- 
dition to messages by Dr. Joe 
Henry Hankins, Dr. Bob Jones, 
Sr., Dr. Jesse Hendley, and Dr. 
Hyman Appelman. This book has 
25 chapters of specialized infor- 
mation on approximately 400 big 
pages. The price is $3.50. 

Before closing this article I 
would like to make mention of the 
wonderful Moody Colportage li- 
brary where Christians with limi- 
ted means can get some wonderful 
books for a very nominal price. 
This library has around 300 titles, 
about 250 of which are available 
at the present time. They are uni- 
form in size, about 4% x 6% 
inches, and standard in price, 35c 
each. These booklets contain the 
material ordinarily found in cloth- 
bound books at $1.50 or $2.00. 
Here you can get sermons and 
studies by such famous men as 
Spurgeon, Moody, F. B. Meyer, 
Andrew Murray, R. A. Torrey, 
George Muller, H. A. Ironside, 
William Evans, Adoniram Judson, 
Will Houghton and scores of 
others. Especially worthy of note 
are such numbers as Charge That 
to My Account, a book of sermons 
by H. A. Ironside; How to Pray, 
by Dr. R. A. Torrey; And Peter, 
by J. Wilbur Chapman; Moody's 
Latest’ Sermons; The School of 
Obedience, by Andrew Murray; 
and Answers to Prayer, by George 
Muller. This is a regular poor 
man’s paradise. 

In closing let me say again that 
this is by no means an exhaustive 
list of books profitable for Chris- 
tian readers. Neither do I insist 
that these are the fifty very best 
books. But I do recommend the 
titles described above as profitable 
for every Christian and which 
should be, I think, in every Chris- 
tian home.

aoh had his dreams about the ears 
of corn and the kine, the butler 
suddenly remembered Joseph, not 
out of gratitude, but hoping to 
win the favor of the king by bring- 
ing in a man who could tell him 
his dream. 

Joseph was making rapid pro- 
gress in the experimental know- 
ledge of the depravity of the 
human heart. He knew’ what 
jealousy could move men to do, 
for his brothers had sold him into 
Egypt. He had learned from Poti- 
phar’s wife what lust and lying 
could do. Now he was to discover 
how one can forget a benefactor. 
If Joseph had injured this chief 
butler, the man would not have 
forgotten him to his dying day; 
but because Joseph had helped 
him in the day of trouble, he 
quickly forgot. “Yet did not the 
chief butler remember Joseph, but 
forgat him.” O thou most human 
butler! 


Filial Ingratitude 


This most popular sin, like all 
sin, takes many forms and wears 
many different garments. It ap- 
pears sometimes in the form of fil- 
jal ingratitude. “Honour thy father 
and mother, for this is right in 
the sight of the Lord.” Happy the 
son who can honor a mother and 
a father who were all to him that 
parents ought to be. But even 
when this has not been the case, 
children still owe a debt to the 
sacred relationship of father and 
mother, no matter how sinned a- 
gainst or how abused that rela- 
tionship has been. It is hardly 
necessary to speak of extreme 
cases of filial neglect, for this is 
not respectable with either man 
or God. When you hear an infant 
crying and see its mother go to 
take it up in her arms and rock 
it and soothe it with songs and 
mother-talk, does it remind you 
that someone must have done 
likewise to you, in season and out 
of season? When you see anxious, 
careworn, sleep-robbed mothers, 
do you realize the hours of anx- 
ious -watching and waiting, toil 
and labor, playing and singing, 
which you yourself once cost your 
parents? 


I went one summer in Edin- 
burgh to visit Alison Cunningham, 
the aged nurse of Robert Louis 
Stevenson, to whom he dedicates 
his book of verse with the follow- 
ing lines: 


For the long nights you lay awake 

And watched for my unworthy 
sake: 

For your most comfortable hand 

That led me through the uneven 
land: 

For all the story-books you read: 

For all the pains you comforted: 

For all you pitied, all you bore, 

In sad and happy days of yore:— 


From the sick child, now well and 
old, 

Take, 
hold!

Those are lines that every moth- 
er’s son might well frame and hang 
upon the walls of his room and 
upon the walls of the chamber of 
memory. 


Some. think that Shakespeare 
sounded the depths of mortal sor- 
row and suffering in that tremen- 
dous scene in King Lear, where 
the aged king and father, cast out 
by his unnatural daughters, wan- 
ders on the gloomy heath at night 
and utters his apostrophe to wind 
and rain, thunder and lightning. 
He had learned how “sharper than 
a serpent’s tooth it is to have a 
thankless child.” Ingratitude in all 
its degrees is an ugly thing, but 
most loathsome when it shows it- 
self in a child. 


Ingratitude, thou marble-hearted 


fiend, 


More hideous, when thou show’st 


thee in a child, 
Than the sea-monster! 


It is always pleasant to look on 
the other side of this relationship 
between parents and children and 
to behold the beauty of gratitude. 
Thaddeus Stevens, one of Ameri- 
ca’s most powerful and influential 
statesmen before, during, and after 
the Civil War, had a devout moth-

er who toiled for her lame son so 
that he might secure an education. 
When he had achieved success as 
a lawyer, he told how it was his 
delight to give every week a gold 
piece to his mother so that she 
might put it in the collection box 
of the Baptist church which she 
attended. Every spring and sum- 
mer, in a cemetery in Lancaster 
you will find roses and other 
pleasant flowers beginning to 
bloom, for in his will Thaddeus 
Stevens provided that such flowers 
be planted to keep his mother’s 
grave ever bright and fresh. 


In a churchyard at Hamilton. 
Scotland, is the stone erected by 
David Livingstone and his brothers 
and sisters to their godly parents. 
It bears this inscription: 


To show the resting place of 

Neil Livingstone 

And Agnes Hunter, his wife, 

And to express the thankfulness to

In the laws of the Spartans, 
however, it was different. When 
Lycurgus was asked why his laws 
provided no penalty for ingrati- 
tude, he said, “I have left the pun- 
ishment of that crime to the gods.”

going to live my own life, go my 
own way, and I am not going to 
be dictated to by anyone else. I 
am going to live as I please.” That 
is sin. That is how the race went 
wrong in the very beginning. In 
the Garden of Eden our first 
parents had everything heart 
could desire, but they were not 
willing to be subject to the Law of 
God. There was only one prohi- 
bition put upon them, but they 
were led by the tempter to be- 
lieve that prohibition to be against 
their welfare. They thought they 
would be happier, they would get 
along better, if that prohibition 
did not rest upon them. Finally 
they were persuaded to take 
things in their own hands, to have 
their own way, in other words to 
become lawless. That is how sin 
came into the world. 

And, oh, what a curse it has 
been all down through the centur- 
ies! 


Sin an Enemy of Nations, Too 

Not only is sin an enemy of the 
individual man, but sin is the 
enemy of every nation. We read in 
the fourteenth chapter of the book 
of Proverbs, “Righteousness ex- 


—— | 


alteth a nation: but sin is a re- 
proach to any people.” The nations 
that have prospered most in this 
world have been the nations that 
have shown the greatest respect 
for the Word of God, in which 
is revealed the law of God. What 
we call civilization owes its bless- 
ings chiefly to the enlightenment 
that comes to men through the 
open Bible. We should thank God 
for the land in which we live, and 
for the lands from which many 
of our forebears came: Great 
Britain, the Scandinavian lands, 
and Germany as it once was, and 


-the other lands where God’s Word 


has had free course. It was read 
freely; it was preached and pro 
claimed openly; and people sought 
to pattern their lives after what 
they learned in the Bible. They 
were taught the Bible in the day 
schools as well as in the church 
and Sunday Schools. And those 
nations that have thus honored 
the Word of God have prospered 
and been blessed. 

But we have been drifting, all 
of us as nations, drifting away 
from the Word of God. We have 
been turning our backs on the

son was his unfailing thankfulness, 
even in the midst of his sorrows 
and adversities, In David’s hour 
of triumph, when after all his 
trials he became king, he did not 
celebrate his victory by taking 
vengeance upon his enemies. In- 
stead, he wondered if there were 
any left of the house of Saul, that 
he might show the “kindness of 
God” unto him. 


He was thinking, of course, of 
Saul’s son Jonathan—Jonathan 
whose love to him was “wonderful, 
passing the love of women” and 
who had protected him against the 
murderous vengeance of Saul. 
When the king learned that there 
was a lame son of Jonathan still 
alive, Mephibosheth, David sent 
for him and established him in the 
palace, saying to him, “Fear not: 
for I will surely shew thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s 


sake.”’ David thus remembered the 
kindness of Jonathan; and espe- 
cially did he recall that night in 
the wood of Ziph when, with his 
fortunes at their lowest ebb and 
his faith in God shaken, Jonathan 
came to him and “strengthened 
his hand in God.” 


Show, then, your gratitude to 
God in deeds of kindness and good- 
ness to others, as David did to the 
son of Jonathan, and by your be- 
lief and trust in God—that God 
from whom all blessings flow. For- 
get not all His benefits! Paul had 
a vast vocabulary, but when- he 
came to speak of the. kindness of 
God to man in Christ his vocabu- 
lary failed him. All he could say 
was, “Thanks be unto God for his 
unspeakable gift!” The only thing 
you can give to God is your 
thanks.

lar sin: “Of sin bécause they be- 
lievé not on'me.”’ That ts the worst 
sin of all! Christ on the cross 
dying to deliver you from your 
sin, every sin of unchastity, of 
licentiousness, of any form of im- 
morality, of dishonesty, of profani- 
ty, of pride, or vanity, of malice, 
of hatred, yes, even murder—all 
these sins were atoned for when 
Jesus Christ died on the cross; so 
that now no matter what sin you 
might be guilty of, if you trust 
Him you can find complete atone- 
ment and a new life. But if you 
reject Him, then, you see, you 
become guilty of an eternal sin, 
because you reject the only reme- 
dy that God Himself could provide 
and has provided for salvation 
from sin. That is why we read 
in the third chapter of John’s 
Gospel, “He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready.” Why? “Because he hath 
not believed in the name of the on- 
ly begotten Son of God.” 


What to Do About Sin 

Oh, friend, if you are here a 
Christ-rejecter, I plead with you, 
do not allow another night to go 
by before you come to God in 
repentance confessing the awful 
sin of spurning the Son or His 
love. Tell Him you will trust Him, 
tell Him you will take Him 
your Saviour. He waits to give 
you deliverance. He wants to save 
you. And there is no reason why 
you should go on under the power 
of this awful enemy of the human 
race and this enemy of God. 

If you are not delivered from 
sin in your lifetime, you will have 
to be under the power of sin for 
all eternity.
